FATAL m O S I O N . 


An Explosion of Gasoline Lifts a Bnild- 
ing from Its Foundation and Buries 
Seventeen Persons in the Rains. 


ST. LOUIS, NOV. 1.—At 2 o'clock this 
morning an explosion of gasoline in the 
rear of the cellar in Michael Newman's 
grocery store. No. 13 South Fourteenth 
street, lifted the two-story building from 
its foundation and dropped it back again 
in a mass, beneath which were buried 
seventeen persons. 
They were: 
Michael Newman, wife and children. 
Miss Hattie Bryant, of Columbus, 
Ky., bruised about the lower limbs. 
Charles Devere and wife. 
Charles EiflFord. 
Miss Patty Briant. 
Miss Beasley. 
Tho fire followed the explosion. 
It 
was quenched and then work was began. 
Two daughters of the Newmans family 
were taken out alive and the others are 
dead. Miss Hattie Bryant, of Columbus, 
Ky., who was visiting Charles Devere, 
was badly injured, but she miraculously 
escaped death. 
She is the ouly person 
who passed through the horrible ordeal 
and lives to tell the 


STOKY OF THE ESCAPE. 


She awoke to find herself buried be- 
neath the heavy timbers, somewhere 
against a wall. As the fire was about to 
reach her, the ruins settled and released 
her and she groped her way out. 
Fall- 
ing several times over obstructions, sue 
finally reached the rear yard, where she 
lay unconscious. 
The walls cracked, the 
floors gave away, and the plaster fell in 
at almost every house within a radius of 
a hundred yards. 


LIATEB. 


The corrected list of the dead and 
wounded by the explosion is eight dead 
and three 
wounded 
seriously. 
Six 
others, who lived in the building, and 
who were reported missing, have been 
found either 
uninjured 
or slightly 
bruised. 
It is The general belief that 
the escaping gas filled the cellar and 
that Mr. Newman kept a quantity of 
coal oil and gasoline in the cellar near 
where the explosion took place. 


STATE ASYLUMS. 


The Board of ileaith Pays a Compli- 
ment to All of Them. 


INDIANAPOIIIS, 
NOV. 
1.—The state 
board of health have adjourned, after 
holding the last quarterly meeting for 
the year. 
They carefully inspected the 
insane asylum, deaf and dumb and blind 
asylums, the female reformatory, and 
the Marion county asylum for the poor. 
The state institutions were all found in 
excellent condition. 
The poor house 
was pronounced in as good shape as 
most of the other county asylums in the 
state. 
The board was particularly well 
pleased with the sanitary condition of 
the insane hospital and reformatory. A 
most searching exaijaination was made. 
All the food at the hospital, including 
the butter, eggs, vegetables and meat, 
was carefully listed and the quality of 
everything was found to be of the best. 
Said Dr. J . N. Taylor, the Crawfords- 
ville member of the board: 
"There is 
not a better managed institution on the 
continent than the Indiana hospital for 
the insane. 
The building is kept in a 
perfectly healthful condition, the food 
furnished is of the best quality, and the 
expenses have been reduced to a min- 
ium." Dr. Taylor was selected to rep- 
resent Indiana at the meeting of the 
American Public Health 
association, 
which meets in Memphis November.

a storm, had been left lashed by a half- 
inch chain at each end to strong eye- 
bolts, was found tossed up by the 
waves twenty feet to the top of the 
rock, swaying about like a piece of 
timber.

If he has just 
commenced his downward course, aatd 
has not acquired habits which will dis- 
grace himself and his family, he is 
more lucky and may be furnished with 
letters to a few leading people in his 
new home. 
Even then he may not 
choose to present them. 
If he is al- 
ready a drunkard he is pretty certain 
to possess few or no letters. 
Shame 
prev^ents his friends at home from in- 
troducing such a one to their colonial 
acquaintances. 


So the young man lands with no 
friends except those he may have made 
on the voyage. 
He is sent out jjre- 
sumably to work for himself, and for 
that purpose his family has thought- 
fully provided him with a small annuity, 
which he receives by monthly install- 
ments. 
In most cases this will efiect- 
ually prevent him seeking any employ- 
ment. 


He can live on the small sum without 
doing any work, and that is the course 
he generally adopts. 
But it may be 
he has formed good resolutions, and 
lands prepared to do his best and turn 
over a new leaf in a new country. 
He 
therefore presents himself, with this 
object, to some person, either to a 
clergyman or to some one to whom he 
brings letters. 


He obtains employment through the 
agency of his new friend, and all goes 
well for a time. 
Glowing accounts 
reach home of his new departure, his 
success. But by and by the old Adam 
re'^ves in him. 
He has now no home 


.iluence to check him, no circle of 
mends to lure him from evil. 
The 
result is that he lapses back on the old 
track. 


If a man is unable to "keep straight" 
in the midst of family and kind friends, 
it is not likely that he will manage to 
do so when cast by himself into a 
strange life with perfect liberty to do 
and see and be what he pleases. 


The usual plan which custom favors 
is to attempt to get such a ne'er-do- 
well upon a "run." 
It sounds at- 
tractive both to the youth himself and 
to his distant friends. 
Under the 
guidance of a sturdy squatter he may 
learn the art of managing a run, and 
may thus eventually be able to pur- 
chase one for himself. Meanwhile he 
will be "far from the madding crowd," 
away from the temptations of cities 
and city life. And if such a plan were 
to be adhered to the scheme would 
work well.

So he be- 
takes himself once more to the town, 
and gathering round him his chosen 
companions, he proceeds, as often as 
not, to live as gayly as he may. 


If any unexpected installments of 
money come in he drinks them away. 
By this time he has lost all respect foi 
himself 
and 
does not 
attempt to 
struggle against his vices. 
He 
may 
linger on in this condition for years. 
He may take to the turf and other 
forms of gambling, and thus add some- 
thing to his small pension. 
But the 
end is usually the same. 


Colonial clergymen can best say how 
often it is their painful duty to write 
home the last sad news of such a one. 
Incidents like these form one of the 
saddest and most distressing pages in 
colonial life.—Londo^i 
fi^rfihanuf..

A. MetaUlo Fragrment from AnoOier Worldb 


There has recently come into m^ 
possession the ninth 
iron meteoritia 
Ttrhose tall to the earth has been oh- 
served. It is, moreover, the first mete» 
orite which seems to evidence a direct 
connection with a star-shower. 
The 
mass acquires still further interest from 
the fact that it is presumably a frag 
ment of the famous comet of Biela. 


A brief account of this celestial 
wanderer will doubtless be of interest 
to the readers of The Century, 
in 
whioh magazine the essays of the 
astronomer Langley have recently ap- 
peared. 


Astronomers have waited patiently 
for the fall to the earth's surface, at tha 
time of the periodical star-sbowers, ol 
something tangible, 
but until now they 
have waited in vain. 


In looking over a considerable amount 
of astronomical literature, only one 
record can be found of the falling of a 
bod V to the earth at such a time ; thia 
was near Paris, on the 10th of April, 
1094, when "many shooting-stars were 
seen and a very large ©ne was said to 
have been found on the ground as a 
glowing substance. 


From the 24th to the 29th of liovem- 
ber, 1885, the earth was passing through 
a train of meteors that proceeded from 
the constellation Andromeda, and once 
formed a part of Biela's comet. 
These 
meteors are now known to astronomers 
as Andromèdes or Bielids. 
The maxi- 
mum of this shower occurred on the 
27th, while it was yet broad daylight 
over America, and at an hour corre- 
sponding to 11 & m. at Mazapil, Mexico. 
Thus, at the time of the fall of thia 
meteorite, ten hours after the maximum 
number of meteors was observed, the 
earth was meeting with only the strag- 
glers of the train. 
It cannot be 
doubted that the cosmical dust pro- 
ceeding from the disintegration 
oi 
Biela's comet wholly enveloped the 
earth and was seen as meteors from 
every part of it. 
Such was the magnifi- 
cence of the celestial phenomenon that 
in some parts of the Eastern continent 
uneducated peajDle believed there would 
be no stars left in the sky. 


Of the countless host of meteors 
which crossed the earth's path on this 
26th of November, only one is as yet 
known to have reached the earth's sur* 
face, and this fell near the village of 
Mazapil, in the State of Zacatecas, 
Mexico, at about 9 o'clock in the even- 
ing. It is of the rare iron-nickel va- 
riety, and weighs ten and a quarter 
pounds troy. 


Thia meteorite was presented to me 
by Sr. Jose A. y Bonilla, Director-Pro- 
fessor of the Zacatecas 
Observatory, 
wlio received it, five days after its fall, 
from the ranchman who saw it descend 
from the heavens. 
This ranchman re- 
lated the strange occurrence as follows 
(translated from the Spanish) : 


"It was about 9 o'clock on the night of No- 
vember 27, when I went out to the corral to 
feed certain horses; suddenly, I heard a loud 
sizzing noise, exactly as tliough something red- 
hot was being plunged into coM water, and 
they 
almost instantly there followed a somewhat

loud thud. At once the corral was covered 
. with a phosphorescent light, while suspended 
( in the air were small lummous sparks as 
though from a rocket. I had not recovered 
from my surprise before I saw this luminous 
air disappear, and there remained on the 
ground only such a light as is made when a 
is rubbed. 
A number of people came 
running toward me from the neighboring 
houses, and they assisted me in ouieting the 
horses, which had become very much excited. 
We aU asked each other what could be the 
mattiJi', and we were afraid to walk in the 
corral for fear of being burned. 
WTien, in a 
few minutes, we had recovered from our fright, 
we saw the light disappear, and bringing lan- 
terns to look for the cause, we found a bole in 
the ground and in it a ball of light. 
We re- 
tired to a distance, fearing it would explode 
and harm us. 
Looking up to the sky, we saw 
from time to time exhalations or stars, which 
soon went out without noise. 
We returned 
after a little, and found in the hole a hot stone 
which we could barely handle; this on the next 
: daj^, we saw, looked like a piece of iron. 
All 
I night it rained stars, but we s»w none fall to 
^ the ground, as they all seemed to be extin- 
guislied while yet very high up." 


Upon further inquiry we learn that 
there was no explosion or detonation 
heard, and that the mass'penetrated the 
earth only to a depth of twelve inches. 


This very circumstantial 
account 
leads us to believe that this meteorite 
is the first one to be secured and pre- 
served that has oome to the earth dur- 
ing a star-shower.

From the 24th to the 29th of N'overa 


ber, lKh5, the earth wan paaainc thronph 
a train of meteors that jir»)CM*le<l from 
the constellation Andromeda, and onr^ 
fonawl a part of Biela's comet These 
metoors are now known to astrnnomrre 
aa Andromedea or Itielida.
